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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to an amendment which was filed on December 17, 
2009. There are two claims pending and two claims under consideration. Claims 1-67 
and 70-81 have been cancelled. 

Withdrawn Rejections/Objections 

Applicant is notified that any outstanding rejection/objection that is not expressly 
maintained in this office action has been withdrawn or rendered moot in view of 
applicant's amendments and/or remarks. 

Ex Parte Quayle 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Claims 68 and 69 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a) Claim 68 and 69 are objected to for containing non-elected subject matter within the 
claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

b) Claim 68 states, "...Ring E represents a C5-6 monocyclic aromatic carbocyclic 
group;" It is well known in the chemical arts that a 5-membered monocyclic aromatic 
carbocyclic group does not exist. Examiner suggests either removing the term "5-" or in 
the alternative replacing the C5-6 monocyclic aromatic carbocyclic group" with the term 
"phenyl" as this is the only option for a 6-membered monocyclic aromatic carbocyclic 
group. No new matter permitted. Appropriate correction is required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat. 1935). 
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A shortened statutory period for reply to this action is set to expire TWO 
MONTHS from the mailing date of this letter. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 69 is objected to as being dependent upon an objected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 68 and 69 are free of the prior art. No prior art is seen. The closest art 
seen is Tanaka, et. al., U.S. Patent Publication Application No. 20070149595, which 
was previously cited as an obviousness-type double patenting reference. As the current 
application is the earlier filed of the two, this rejection has been withdrawn.
